13. (Amended) A method of increasing the antithrombotic 
activity of mammalian blood relative to the anticoagulant 
activity comprising administering to a mammal in heed of 
treatment for thrombosis an oligoheteropolysacchar ide comprising 
depolymerized heparin having an average molecular weight of about 
2600 to about 5500 daltons determined by the Somogy method in 
comparison with commercial heparin and having sulfate groups in 
the quantity and in the positions characteristic of heparin, 
which oligoheteropolysaccharide displays greater antithrombotic 
activity than anticoagulant activity.
